Commissioners Report on Meeting 
Before Municipal Law Committee— 
Nothing ,Will Be Done Until Next 
Session—City Fathers Hold Leng- 

_ thy Session. 


‘The entire Council was present for 
the meeting on Monaay nigut witn the 
exception of Alderman Snell, wnuo 15 
away on a trip recuperating after his 
recent severe illness. ‘here was not 
@ great deal of correspondence to look 
after, but the Commissioners’ Report 
was long, and several other matters 
came in tor a lot of discussion. 


Correspondence 


The Board of Public Utilities wrote 
on several cancellation matters. ‘The 
trouble over the ownership of the 
streets in Woodlea Crescent was set- 
tled by the Commissioner when he 
was in Edmonton recently. Orders 
were sent cancelling part of Plan 3319 
AF, and ‘also part of Plan 6814 A.L. 

A. Connell’s request to rent the 
emall parcel of land owned by the 
City south of the Provincial Training 
School at $10.00 was granted. He has 
had the land at that figure in past 
years. 

vT. A. Wiltshire, proprietor of the 
Red Deer Bakery, asked permission to 
install a portable metal bake oven at 
the rear of the bakery premises. The 
oven measures about eleven ‘by twelve 
feet and weighs nearly five tons. The 
necessary permission was given. 

Ww. J. Botterill reported on the 
rent collections on city properties 
forthe quarter ending March 31. He 
had collected nearly $300.00. The 
Council expressed pleasure at the 
way the arrangement of having an 
agent for the city properties is ‘work: 
ing out. 

The committee formed in Vancouver 
and Victoria to welcome the big Brit- 
ish Battle squadron to visit there in 
June, wrote inviting the attendance 
and co-operation of the Council and 
Mayor. The letter was filed. 

W. S. Woods, §.8.B. District Super- 
intendent, wrote thanking the Mayor 
and Council and the citizens of Red 
(Deer for the hearty welcome and the 
kindly treatment accorded the visit- 
ore at the recent Soldier ‘Settlers’ 
Wives’ Convention. 

Mew Business Assessments 

The Council settled the business 
assessments for several new ‘business- 
es that have opened in Red Deer 
since the assessment was made. FB. 
A. Feeney, Butcher, was assessed ~ at 
$120.00; Cyril Abrahams, Retail Mer- 
chant, at $135.00; The Mutual Life 
Assurance Co., agents, at $300.00; Mr. 
Haggerty, Mechanic, at $120.00, and 
™. R. Perry, Restaurant, at $480.00. 

Commissioners’ Report 
fl. We went over the land across the 


‘C.P.R. with C. H. Snell, D.L.S., and, 


subject to your approval, laid out 
where the fences should be erected to 
enclosg the land that might be leased, 
rough plan of this is submitted here- 
with. There is about 70 acres in the 
parcel, about 60 acres of which can 
be broken. We called for tenders for 
leasing this land, but did not receive 
any. We recommend that we be 
authorized to endeavor to arrange a 
lease with someone and submit de- 
tails to the Council. 

2. We submit for your consideration 
lease covering part of Woodlea and 
by-law authorizing the signing of it. 

3. The ‘bridge over Waskasoo Creek 
on Kingsmill Ave. has been completed 
but cannot be opened for traffic until 
some filling has been made on: the 
north side of the bridge. This will 
tbe done as soon as the frost goes out 
of the ground. It will be necessary 
to do some grading on the road south 
of the bridge. 

4. It is necessary for the Couxcil to 
fix a minimum price on each parcel 
of land to which the City obtained 
title last fall under the Tax Recovery 
Act and to set a date for holding the 
auction sale. List of lands is submit- 
ted herewith. 

5. We recommend that we be 
authorized to dispose of a partly burn- 
ed building owned by the City on 
2nd Street ‘South. 

6. We recommend that we be auth- 
orized to dispose of or have demolish- 
ed the old brick building on the 
north side of Ross Street between 
Brody’s store and the barber shop. 
This building we consider uninhabit- 
able and beyond repair at a reason- 
able cost. Its removal will reduce 
the insurance on the adjoining build- 
ings by 15c on the dollar. 

7. Last winter we took up with the 
Canadian National Railways the ques- 
tion of grading the land on the S. W. 
side of their depot and agreed if the 
Company would do this work, w 
would recommend to the Council the 
building of a cinder sidewalk along 
the north side of Ross Street from 
the Methodist Church to the Railway 
property. The roadway would later 
on be widened out and eventually 
gravelled to the full width and this 
would make a great improvement in 
the ‘appearance of this street. It ap- 
poars that the Railway Company may 
do this grading in the near future, 
and we therefore recommend that we 
pe authorized to have the cinder walk 
built. 

8. Report on the proposed Statute 
Law amendment of the City: At the 
request of the Attorney-General, Mr. 
G. W. Smith phoned to the Commis- 
sioner to atténd with the Mayor on 
‘Thursday morning ast. It was 
thought ‘best to have Alderman 
‘Broughton and Solicitor Payne also 


-attend. 


On meeting the Premier and the 
Attorney-General, we found tlrat, due 
to representations made ‘by Mr. 
(Moore, that they would have  pre- 
ferred to stand the matter over and 
thave it come up at the next ses-ion 
as a Private Bill, but, on our urging 
to have the matter dealt with this 
year, suggested that we appear before 
the ‘Municipal Law Committee on Fri- 
day morning, when both sides could 
fhave a hearing. This we consented 

as a fair proposition.

“HEBRIDEANS ARRIVE 


Somewhat tired atter their long 


journey, but ‘buoyed\up by visions of 
a new land, new homes, new chances 


and new friends, the second large 
contingent of (Hebridean settlers 
reached Red Deer oh Friday. There 


were about 300 in the party, of whom 
approximately one-half remained on 
the special train and went on to Hd- 
monton. Father MdMillan went on to 
Edmonton with the;jparty and will 
look after the establishment of that 
part of the new settlers. 

The citizens of Red Deer were at 
the station in good/numbers, but no 
official welcome was attempted. An 
appeal had been made by the special 
committee of the Board of Trade _ to 
the citizens to loan their cars ‘to 
take the new arrivals out to the Indus- 
trial School, where arrangements had 
been made for their, coming. Many 
responded, and shortly after the 
train had pulled in all the Hebrideans 
had been taken out. 

The contingent was much ‘better 
than the first one from the point of 
view of most people. There were more 
young men, many children, and sev- 
eral boys and girls. All looked 
bright and healthy They come from 
various parts’ of the islands, and al- 
though Gaelic is their home language, 
they all speak English quite well. 

Asked for reasons why they came toc 
Canada, most of them said it was be- 
cause of the satisfied letters written 
back by those who came out ast 
year. Others came because of talks 
‘with Father McDonnell, who appears 
to ‘be loved and trusted absolutely by 
all. 

Most of the newcomers will hire 
out with farmérs‘for‘a year or so, but 
all plan to get their own farms as soon 
as possible. Several of the girls were 
gotten positions in Red Deer by the 
S.S.B. representative who ‘was here 
to look after the arrival.

that in a few years it will be neces- 
Bary to ‘have another outlet to the | * 
West, and in all probability this. { 
outlet will be through Red Deer and 
the Yellowhead Pass, placing Red 
Deer in an even more favorable posi- 
tion than either Calgary or Edmon- 
ton. More favorable because, inde- 
pendently of the distance, grades, 
etc., to the Coast, the central part of 
Alberta (meaning ‘between Calgary 
and Edmonton) raises a very much 
larger proportion of hogs than the 
Northern and Southern parts of Al- 
berta, and most likely will do so-for 
years to come. Then, again, the ¢ar- 
mers would save because the cost of 
selling the hogs would ibe reduced to 
a minimum. The hogs would be 
weighed at the packing plant stock 
yards and payment made ‘according 
to the cost of manufacturing the fin- . 
ished article, and other. necessary 
expenses. Of course, this means if 
the plant was run on a co-operative 
basis. 

Suppose we take it for granted that 
a packing plant would be a benefit to 
the farmers, and, of course, to Red 
Deer, then we are still: faced with the 
aceon, how is it going to be finance: 
ed? 

(Where there’s a will there’s a way, 
and that some way can be found there 
is no doubt. It will have to be ap- 
proached sanely and bravely by any 
who undertake it. 

Naturally, the approximate cost of 
a moderate sized plapt would be the 
first consideration, and supposing, 
just for the sake of argument, it was 
put at $200,000. How can it be 
raised? 

It looks as if it would be quite 
feasible to get 1,000 farmers to sub- 
scribe $100 each if they were assured 
of fair prospects of 8 percent. on 
their money, but how about the other 
$100,000. : 

To borrow it would most likely 
cripple the plant because while it 
might befairly safe to count on 8% 
profit, it would be very unsafe to count 
onrepayingabigloanin addition. Of 
course it might be done by the far. 
mers taking shares and paying for 
them with a percentage of their hog 
shipments, but as the farmer is a 
very suspicious animal, even of his 
own undertakings, such a proposition 
would have to be approached very 
cautiously. 

However, it would be folly to sug: 
gest all the ways in which it might be 
financed in this letter. 

The first step is an undertaking of 
this kind-is often a difficult one be- 
cause of lack of organization, and 
consequently getting in touch with 
those most Interested and to use 
what organizations we have is the 
only thing left. Without a doubt we 
all recognize that a committee’ to 
thoroughly investigate the question 
is a first necessity. Might I suggest ifs 
that that committee be formed of ; 
two farmers, one member of the 
executive of the Central Atberta 
Livestock Shipping Association, one 
business man and one banker or finan- B irsanns 
cier. ‘Be 

That this committee be nominated i 
by the U.F.A. locals within a fifty 
mile radius of Red Deer, and that 
these locals each subscribe a small 
amount towards the cost of the in- 
vestigation and electing the commit- 
tee. 

The details of electing such a com: 
mittee can be ‘worked out in a little 
while. 

All the points on which the commit- 
tee would have to report would also 
have to be worked out. 

But there is no reason why, if the 
farmers think this is a good move, 
the committee should not be working 
insix weeks and be able to report in 
twelve. 

It seems to me that the Red Deer 
Board of Trade could well interest 
themselves in this question and un- 
dertake the necessary correspondence 
with the U.F.A. locals in reference to A 
the nomination and election of the ho:

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HUGO STINNES, GERMAN 
BARON OF INDUSTRY, 
DIES THURSDAY 


Struggles Hard Against the Impend- 
ing End, Conscious to the Last 


Berlin, April 11—Hugo  Stinnes, 
more closely identified with German 
industrial life than any other man, 
died last evening at 8.30. Inde- 
fatigable in his labors, he struggled 
against the impending end, and was 
conscious to the last. 

There had been no hope for his 
recovery for many hours, and the fore- 
most medical skill could do nothing 
against the ravages of disease. 


Could Not Keep Quiet 


Three major operations had been 
performed, the first about four weeks 
ago for gall stones, and it was owing 
to the impossibility of keeping the 
patient quiet, according to surgeons, 
that complications arose, necessitat- 
ing further operations, the last one on 
Sunday. It was also reported that 
pneumonia developed.

There was a wide-spread impression 
that Stinnes was pre-eminently quali- 
fied to take an active part in the 
final adjustment of the problems of 
which the expert committees have 
rendered an exhaustive verdict. 


Boasted Holdings 


Hugo Stinnes was spoken of in 
Continental Europe as the German 
who owned everything in sight, and 
from the peculiar pleasure he found 
in confiding the size of his fortune 
to all who would listen, the details 
of his vast industrial enterprises, and 
the extent of his mining, shipping 
and newspaper holdings were never 
left very much in doubt. 


In addition to owning outright a 
score or more Of the largest hotels 
in Berlin, Hamburg and Bremen, 
Stinnes shared control of the iron 
and coal {industry of Germany with 
his friend, August Thyssen, anda few 
others, and occupied a dominating 
position in the entire inland navi- 
gation of the country. fHe also di-

Increases Rapidly 

Beforethe war Frau Bertha Krupp 
was said to possess the largest per- 
sonal fortune in Germany. She paid 
taxes on property worth nearly 300,- 
000,000 gold marks. At that time 
Stinnes’ fortune was estimated at 
30,000,000 marks which, according to 
competent calculations, increased 
during the war and the revolution to 
more than 1,000,000,000 marks. 


Although Stinnes proved himself to 
be perhaps the greatest industrial 
organizer Germany ever produced, he 
Was never graduated, so to speak, 
from the working class. He had the 
appearance and bearing of a worker, 
and could go about in the clothes of 
a foreman or a miner without at- 
tracting attention. He was once de- 
scribed as like a piece of coal wan- 
dering about among this own coal 
mines. 


His external appearance was devoid 
of pose, and he seemed heavy and 
solid. His heavy head was set upon 
a stocky trunk. His black hair was 
cropped close, his face was pale and 
expansive; his nose was decidedly 
hooked, his eyes heavily underlined, 
and his beard black as coal. A Ger- 
man newsaper became popular over- 
night by calling him the “Assyrian 
King.”

merce, and received substantial aid 
from his father after completing his 
studies in a technical school. He 
was born February 12, 1870, and from 
earliest ‘boyhood was trained in the 
‘principles of commerce and trade. 


When the Great War broke over 
Europe, (Stinnes was transacting 
some business in Gustein. He read 


Austria’s ultimatum to Serbia and 
instantly recognized it as war. He 
hurried to his Mulheim home, spent 
14 hours in the telephone cell of his 
private apartment, and when he 
emerged all his enterprises were on a 
war basis. 


Politically, Stinnes was an idol of 
the German People’s Party, formerly 
the National Liberals, which he was 
said to have financed after th2 revo- 
lution. During the inter-alliei dis- 
cussions on the German indemnity at 
Spa in the summer of 1920, Stinnes’ 
defiant stand as a National Liberal 
was blamed for the fallure to come 
to immediate terms. It was at this 
conference, when taken to task for 
his arrogant attitude, that he electri- 
fied the assembly with the statement: 


“I have not come here for the pur- 
pose of being polite.” 


Is More Pacific

ever, he became more pacific, and

All delegates must possess amateur 
cards in good standing with the Al- 
berta Branch of the Amateur Athletic 
Union of Canada. 


Notice of any proposed alteration 
or amendment to the Constitution 
must be in writing and filed with the 
Secretary at least two weeks prior to

sent to all members seven days prior 
to. the meeting. 


‘The annual membership fees of the 
Association are: Ten dollars for in- 
dividual clubs not represented by 
any League.” For leagues, the fee is 
ten dollars per club having member- 
ship in any league entering as _ sen- 
iors; five dollars for leagues entering 
as intermediates; three dollars per 
club for leagues entering as juniors 


The Association now has three 
trophies for annual competition: The 
Herald trophy for seniors; the Gold- 
smith trophy for intermediates; thg 
Ward-Cavanaugh trophy for juniors. 


In addition to these trophies, the 
famous Calgary Brewery ‘Trophy is 
now restricted to amateur teams only, 
and can only be challenged for once 
during any one playing season, 


To all ‘Clubs in the Alberta Amateur 
Baseball Association, and to all 
Clubs desiring to enter into any of 
the Alberta’ Amateur’ Basebal] 
championships this season. 


In connection with the play-offs ‘or 
oe Alberta champronships in base- 
all: 


The principal difficulty in the past 
three seasons has been securing the 
representatives of the various leagues 
in time to complete the play-offs be- 
fore the country teams are forced to 
suspend regular playing in order to 
allow their players to devotg their 
whole energies to harvesting their 
crops. 

In 1922, it was decided to have the 
leagues declare their reprasentative 
teams by the 22nd July, ani to pro- 
ceed with the play-offs immediately 
after that date. This was done, des- 
pite the protests of the city clubs, but 
even 80, no less than three clubs rep- 
resenting country clubs were forced 
to withdraw before the play offs were 
completed, owing to the early har- 
vest that seascn. 

Last year, the play-offs were not 
commenced until 12th August, and as 
a result the senior championship 
play-offs were not completed; as the 
executive felt that a city club was 
not entitled to secure the senior 
championship by the default of a 
country team which could not muster 
a team due to its players being ‘busy 
in the harvest ifields. 

Last year, at the annual meeting, 
{t was proposed to have the city’ 
leagues divide their sechedules and to 
have the winners of the first half rep- 
resent the league in the champion- 
ship play-offs, but while this idea car- 
ried a majority in favour thereof, it 
was by no means unanimous, and the 
city alubs expressed a wish to first 
put the matter before their league 
members. 

Therefore, the executive feel that 
as some such procedure is necessary 
to enable the country clubs to suc- 
cessfully compete in thg various 
championships, they wish this mat- 
ter to be thoroughly discussed by the 
various city organizations at thals 
own annual meetings, in order that

~ Control Measures 


This being the case, it is essential 
that the grain growers themselves 
produce the necessary mortality 
which alone can prevent this insect 
from over-running their fields, in Al- 
berta, to the same extent that it has 
in Manitoba. 

Fortunately the habits of the saw- 
fly are such that its ‘control is a 
matter of comparative ease. Since 
the larvae remain in the stubs from 
the time when they severthe straws 
in June till early in the following 
June they can be destroyed by deep 
ploughing at any time between these 
dates. 

Plough Down Infested Stubble 

Plough, at least 6 inches deep, all 
infested stubble between harvest and 
the end of the following May. The 
object of this is to bury the open 
ends of the stubs so deeply that it 
will (be impossible for the adult saw- 
flies to escape. With this in mind, it 
will be seen that great care must tbe 
exercised to assure that the furrows 
are well inverted. A mould-board 
plough, fitted with a jointer or skim- 
colter, must be used. A disk plough 
is obviously of no value. Fall plough- 
ing ‘will prove more satisfactory than 
spring ploughing, but if the latter be 
followed by a harrow or packer it is 
effective. 

Co-Operation is Essential 

‘Every field, or part of a field, in 
which any grain has been cut off by 
sawflies is a serious menace, not only 
to the farmer who owns it, but also to 
all of ‘his neighbours, unless it is well 
ploughed before June. 

It is ‘well known that sawflies have 
been present around edges of a few 
fields in Alberta for several years, and 
that they do not appear to be increas- 
ing very rapidly. From this it may 
ibe believed that there is no immediate 
cause for alarm. The condition here, 
however, is identical with that which 
existed in Manitoba ten years ago, 
where for a,number of years the 
edges of the fields had been 
attacked by these insects. 


THE WHEAT-STEM 
SAWELY 


BE. H. Strickland, Professor of Entom- 
ology, Department of Extension of 
the University of Alberta. 


In 1890 a few wasp-like insects were 
bred from the stems of some native 
grasses in California. This may not 
appear to be a matter of much inter- 
est to wheat-growers in Abberta, even 
though a far-sighted entomologist, in 
recording the habits of this insect, 
made the following statement: “The 
economic importance of this species 
arises from the fact that it may be ex- 
pected at any time to abandon its 
natural food-plant in favour of small 
grains, on which it can doubtless suc- 
cessfully develop.” 

Our interest arises from the fact 
that within five years this prophecy 
was fulfileed, for in 1895 this “Sawfly” 
was bred from the stems of spring 
wheat in Manitoba. 

The first signs of this change of 
food-plant ‘were that, around the 
edges of a few fields, an occasional 
stem of wheat fell to the ground a 
few days before harvest. 

From an economic point of view 
the damage was negligible, and it 
was not then forvseen that this trans- 
ference to wheat would result in a 
steady and rapid iucrease of this pest, 
till tuday it ranks with rust as one 
of the most serious menaces to wheat 
production over a large area of the 
American prairies. 

Up till about 1914, even though 
there wus a considerable increase in 
the percentage of infested plants, 
these were still confined to the edges 
cf the wheat fields. Since that time 
bowever, the sawfy has rapidly tax- 
en possession of entire fields, not 
only in Manitoba, but also over a 
large territory in Saskatchewan. 

In 1922 it was estimated that,in that 

vear alone, it had robbed the farmers 
of Manitoba of three and a half mil- 
lion bushels of grain. ‘In many fields 
as much as 75-90% of the entire 
stand of grain had heen severed by 
the sawflies a few days before har- 
vest. 

With the introduction of control 
measures losses have been reduced, 
but the most serious feature of this 
pest is the fact that, as soon as it 
transfers to wheat, there are appar- 
ently no natural factors that will 
bring it once more under control. 


The Sawfly Has Invaded Alberta 


Although the wheat-belt of Alberta 
has escaped serious losses from this 
pest up to the present time, the saw- 
fly has recently appeared in grain 
fields at sseverah different places 
within the province. It is now known 
to occur along both sides of the Red 
Deer River in the neighborhood of 
Munson and Three Hills, to a less ex- 
tent around’ Brooks and Gleichen, and 
also near Coronation. 

Life History and Habits 


The adult sawfly is a prettily mark- 
ed black and yellow insect. During 
the latter part of June and early in 
July it can be seen flying around the 
edges of the flelds or clinging ‘very 
closely, head downwards, to the young 
wheat stems. The females are armed 


jority of the adult sawflies that es- 
caped from the unploughed wheat 
stubble returned to native grasses in 
order to lay their eggs. ‘With each 
generation, however; an increasing 
humber of them remained with - the 
wheat. ‘Finally, by 1914, the major- 
ity of the wheat-bred sawflies ovipos- 
ited in wheat, with the result that 
they rapidly spread through the en- 
tire fields. We cannot afford to allow 
this condition to ‘be repeated in Al- 
berta, andthe only way in which we 
can avoid it is to make certain that 
none of the larvae that have bred in 
wheat shall survive. If we consis- 
tently destroy all of the larvae that 
infest wheat we may be able to avoid 
the serious losses that now occur in 
other parts of the prairie. If, on the 
other hand, we neglect to do so it 
would appear that such losses are ip- 
evitable. 

Only those parts of the fields which 
show signs of infestation—in nearly 
every case these are still confined to 
the edges to a depth of from one to 
two rods—need to he ploughed, and 
it is the duty of everyone to see that 
this precaution is taken every year. 
Prevention of Loss in Infested Fields 

‘Cut infested wheat early. If, despite 
al} precautions, the sawfly ‘becomes 
established as a pest of wheat in Al- 
berta, losses can be reduced to a mini- 
mum by cutting the wheat slightly on 
the green side. 

The amount of infestation can be 
estimated by about the third week in 
July. Collect about 200 apparently 
healthy straws from various parts of 
the field and split each of them open. 
Every one that is partly filled twith 
dust is infested with a sawfly, and 
would have ‘been cut from the plant 
as soon as it began to ripen. If this 
examination shows that the percent- 
age of infestation is heavy, the wheat 
should be cut before it is dead ripe. 

The sawfly larva never severs the 
Straw until it is beginning to ripen, 
and it is quite safe to harvest the 
grain a few days prior to this time, 
even though it is still comparatively 
green. Care must necessarily be tak- 
en to avoid cutting the grain so early 
that there ‘will be a shrinkage, result- 
ing in a loss of grade. 

Infested straws carry heads that 
are as well filled as are those on 
straws that are not attacked. By early 
cutting all of these can be saved. 

Sow immune crops. Spring Wiheat 
and Spring Rye are the most suscept- 
ible crops. Barley is very little affec- 
ted. Oats and Flax are quite immune. 
Fall Rye is heavily attacked, but in 
this plant nearly all of the sawfly 
larvae die before they reach the base 
of the straw. For this reason Fall 
Rye is an extremely valuable crcp to 
seed in fields that are known to be 
infested. It attracts the sawflies for 


with short saw-like ovipositors with f 
which they cut small slits in the oviposition and the resulting death 
uppermost leaf sheaths and force of the larvae acts as a decided check 


to the increase of the pest. 

Where these recommendations have 
been followed in severely infested 
districts the actual losses from saw- 
fiy damage have heen greatly reduced. 
It will be realized, however, that it 
is often impossible to harvest all in- 
fested grain during the few days that 
elapse between the earliest date upon 
which cutting is safe, and the day 
upon whch it begins to fall. Despite 
the utmost care considerable losses 
are inevitable. 

We believe that the grain fields of 
Alberta can yet be saved from this 
pest ‘by the simple expedient of con- 
sistently ploughing all of the-small 
areas where it has gained a foothold.

dust that almost entirely fills the 
hollow straw. 

By the end of July the white legless 
larva is about one quarter of an ineh 
long, and it has reached the extreme 
base of the straw. Here it turns 
around so that its head will be upper- 
most and, as soon as the straw begins 
to ripen, it gnaws a ring around it 
from the inside just above ground 
level. Although the straw is not actu- 
ally severed at this point, it is so 
weakened that it breaks from the 
plant and falls to the ground. The 
larva meanwhile ‘has retired ints the 
stub and has plugged its open end 
with a solid mass of dust. As a final 
protection, it lines this ‘small hiber- 
nation chamber with a fine silken 
cocoon, within which it remains dor- 
mant till the following spring. In May 
the larva pupates, and, early in June, 
the adult sawfly forces a passage 
through the protecting plug of dust 
and escapes into the air. 


Cause of Sawfly Increase 


The larvae that live in grass are at- 
tacked by numerous parasites, which 
lay their eggs in them, through the 
thin walls of the stem, as they tun- 
nel earthwards. ‘So persistent are 
these parasites that few of the larvae 
escape their attention, and the saw- 
fly, in consequence, always remained 
a comparatively scarce insect,

“ competing claims exist, and even the 
lawyers, except those who have spec-

There may be room for discussion 
as to the force of the various compet- 


ing interests. 


These can be no room 


for such discussion as to the harm 
done by an uncertain, complicated, 


confused state of the law as to land, 
securities over land, and burdens on 
land. It has been one of our great 
advantages that under the Torrens 
Title land system we have had sim- 
plicity, certainty, clearness in our 
land law. No intelligent man is ig- 
norant of the mischievous results 
which have flowed from the involved 
intricate and varied laws as to land 
tenure and rights in England. The 
attempt to simplify those laws result 
ed in the passing last year in Eng- 
land of the longest Act of Parlia- 
ment which thas ever been recorded, 
@ huge document, which even when 
passed has left the law in such a 
condition that it was openly stated in 
the House of Commons that no lawyer 
for the next generation will dare to 
deal with any transaction in land 
without sheltering himself under the 
protection of conveyancing counsel. 

That is not the sort of thing we 
Want to see come into existence in 
Alberta. There has been too much 
piecemeal tinkering with the Land 
Titles Act recently, and the sooner it 
is stopped and the law put again into 
a state of clearness and certainty, 
the better it will be.

Naturally the budget is dis- 
pleasing to Ontario manufacturing in- 
terests, and it is suggested that 
Dominion politics will now revert to 
something like their state in 1911, 
when tariff policy was the dominant 


fied with conditions here. If there 
had been really serious ground for 
complaint, it is perfectly certain that 
such complaints would have been sent 
‘back to Scotland by letters on such a 
scale as to discourage many more 
from coming out. That has not been 
the case. We believe that practically 
all who came out last year have been 
established in positions where they 
are earning their living comfortably 
and are on the way to doing more 
than earning a living. Certainly they 
are better off than in the overcrowded 
Hebrides where conditions during this 
last year have been so bad: as to need 
a great deal of public relief. 

It is excellent that this district 
should get the name in Scotland of 
being a good district for settlers to 
come to. It means that we are likely 
to get a steady stream of first-class 
people coming and taking up Jand or 
otherwise making a living. If we can 
assure such people of a ‘welcome and 
fair treatment here, nothing but good 
can result from their coming to all 
of us. 


raw materials for the manufacture of 
implements and machinery. The re- 
duction of the very unpopular sales 
tax by 1% all round and its abolition 
on some articles will be generally 
welcomed, and the other reductions 
will help somewhat to lower the cost 
of living or increase the profits of 
dealers in these articles, more prob- 
ably the latter. 

There will always be an acute div- 
ision of opinion. as to the good or bad 
effects of keeping the cost of living 
low by exposing our manufacturers to 
the competition of the powerful 
United ‘States industries. It is much 
the same problem as exists in Great 
Britain, and it does not seem wise to 
attempt to dogmatise or lay down any 
hard and fast rules on the subject. 
At certain times, in certain countries, 
for certain industries, protection is 
good. At other times it is harmful, 
and the decision on each point will 
always Involve careful balancing of 
conflicting considerations and oppos- 
ing interests. To us in the West the 
budget does not seem a bad budget 
from an economic standpoint. 

The reduction in expenditure as a 
whole is very small. Six millions is 
all that is saved on general expendi- 
ture. Eighteen millions saved on the 
National Railways expenditure should 
be credited to Sir Henry Thornton 
fisst, and only indirectly to the Gov- 
ernment, who, however, are giving 
him some support, and so may take a 
certain reflected credit from the im- 
provement of things in the National 
Railways sphere. Thirty millions of 
debt reduction last year is a step in 
the right direction, but so far the 
economies effected are nothing like 
enough, and have come about only 
as the result of a demand from the 
people, which must be strictly main- 
tained if we are to get back to a 
sound financial position.

The two commissions appointed by 
the Allies to investigate Germany’s 
capacity to pay reparations have now 
presented their reports. These reports. 
are wholly technical. They deal only 
with Germany’s resources of wealth 
at home and abroad, and with the pos— 
sible methods of putting her finances 
into proper order, and raising funds 
for reparations, They do not try to 
fix the total amount which Germany 
should in justice pay to the Allies, nor 
do they attempt to deal with political 
questions such as the occupation of 
the Ruhr except in so far as they sug- 
gest that Germany should be allowed 
to resume full economic control over 
her own territory. 

The reports show that if Germany 
chooses to take the mecessary meas-

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SUPPLY OF DAIRY COWS 
FOR WESTERN CANADA 


At a conference called by the Dom- 
inion Minister of Agriculture at 
Ottawa to discuss ways and means of 
improving the dairy cattle industry, 
important information was given out 
respecting sources of supply of dairy 
cows for Western Canada. Dr. Gris- 
dale, the Deputy Minister, informed 
the meeting ‘that, following a request 
from the West to admit dairy cows 
and heifers from the United States 
free of duty, an investigation had 
been made with regard to the advan- 
tages or disadvantages of such a 
procedure. The investigation proved 
that large numbers of both heifers 
and cows were available for purchase 
in the Provinces of Ontario and Que- 
bec. Suitable cattle should be  pur- 
chased for as low as $40 for fairly 
promising young stock, up to $100 for

high class cows. By taking advan- 
tage of a policy for assisting the 
transportation of cattle of this class, 
operated by the Live Stock Branch of 
the Department, BPastern Ontario cat- 
tle could be landed in the Western 
Provinces much more cheaply than if 
they had been purchased in the mid- 
dle western States and brought. in 
duty free. . . 

Other speakers, including the Min- 
ister of Agriculture, Hon. W. R. 
Motherwell, showed that it was quite 
unnecessary to purchase’ expensive 
cows when going into dairy farming. 
It has been proved time and again 
that by starting with very ordinary 
cows, by good feeding and the usé of 
improved males, a high producing 
herd can soon tbe developed. Dr. 
Grisdale referred to work that had 
beendone at ong of the Experimental 
Farms in connection with the grad- 
ingup of dairy stock. ‘Inferior calves 
were taken in hand, fed ‘on an ordin- 
ary diet without grain and thus rafsed 
to milking age. Although these 
calves had been secured on farms 
where only very low milk yields 
were produced, there ‘were found 
among them when they came to be 
milked, individuals that by good 
feeding gave as high as 7,000 and 
8,000 pounds of milk in a year. The 
offspring of these scrub cows, ‘by 
males of high producing stock turned 
out to be profitable dairy cows. 

During the discussion it :-was 
strongly urged that communities in 
Eastern Canada having available 
stocks of dairy bred heifers, should 
advertise the fact in every possible 
way throughout the west.

SAVE THE TREES 


Tent caterpillars do an immense 
amount of damage to many species of 
trees in the Prairie Provinces. The 
cottonwood, willow and ash are the 
most seriously injured. By stripping 
off the foliage, as they frequently do, 
the trees are not only made unsightly, 
but weakened against attacks of other 
insects as well as diseases. If the 
stripping occurs year after year the 
trees are Hable to be killed. The Dom- 
inion Bntomological Branch has  is- 
sued a circular which describes ‘the 
means that may be taken to control 
this insect. Among the measures to 
be taken are ‘the cutting off of egg 
maeses from the twigs'of the trees. 
This is easily done with long-handled 
pruning shears during the spring be- 
fore the leaves are’open. After tthe 
buds are open, trees that are infested 
ought to be sprayed with arsenate of 
lead solution. The formula for mixing 
appears in circular No. 19 of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. When the 
caterpillars have devoured tthe foliage 
of the trees on which they were hatch- 
ed, they migrate in swarms in search 
of other food. At this etage they 
may be destroyed by spraying ‘with 
kerosene emulsion, the formula for 
which ts also described in the  cir- 
cular, which may be obtained from 
tthe Publications Branch of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculturdat Ottawa. To pro- 
tect trees against infestation by mi- 
grating caterpillars, the trunk should 
be wrapped about with a sticky band 
four inches wide. These bands give 
better results if kept fresh and closely 
guarded against clogging and drying. 
Views of the eggs, caterpillars, 
cocoons and the mature moth, as well 
as spraying machines, are illustrated 
on the pamphlet.

SAYS WILL NOT CUT 
TARIFF ON IMPLEMENT 


Melighen Declares Budget Will Dis- 
appoint Western Canada Farmers 


CONSERVATIVE LEADER WOULD 
. OPEN ALL MARTS 


—— 


fWindsor, Ont., April 6.—Prediction 
that the coming budget at Ottawa will 
contain no announcements of further 
reduction in the tariff on agricultural 
implements was made by the Right 
Hon. Arthur Meighen, speaking here 
on Saturday afternoon, to a large 
audience. 

“The budget is to be brought down 
next week,” said the Conservative 
leader. “I stand here and assume, 
perhaps ‘or the (first time, the role of 
prophet in this Dominion, and venture 
to say, having watched the whitening 
gulls of the government for the past 
three weeks, that when the budget is 
delivered all the reduction you can 
see on farm implements, you can 
place in the left hand corner of a 
thimble. The Progressives will be 
fooled just the way they have ‘been 
fooled every session since the govern- 
ment came into power.” 

The Conservative leader was tho 
guest of honor at a farge banquet 
given by the Essex ‘County Conserva- 
tive Club last night, when addresses 
were also delivered by the Hon. R. 
Monty, the Hon. Dr. R. J. Manion, 
M.P., and the Hon. Guthrie, M-P., 
former members of his cabinet. 


Gives West’s View 


The opposition leader’s presenta- 
tion of the (fiscal situation included 
statements that the western provinc- 
es do not wish to purchase unity at 
the price of depletion of the popula- 
t’on of the Dominion, and that he 
favored making treaties with Bricain 
only upon .he same basis ax other 
countries. 

‘Is it not time,” asked the speaker, 
“to do away with double dealing and 
pretended appeals for unity, and let 
all parts of the country know what 
our tariff policy must be. I don’t 
know how we are going to make any 
progress until 'we do. Nobody wants 
an oppressively high tariff in this 
country, but only that will enable our 
industries to go on, and to employ 
hands and keep our people here; and 
until we have men of courage, witb 
the honesty to declare this in all parts 
of the Dominion, we may as well 
abandon all hope of national unity in 
this country. 

“Here we stand, a country of nine 
millions buying from 110,000,000 over 
there $1.55 of agricultural products 
for every dollars worth the whole

CHICAGO VIEW OF 
CANADA'S RESOURCES 


(Reprinted from “Saturday Night,” 
March 29th, 1924.) 


Out in Chicago there are people so 
hot under the collar at Canada’s op- 
position to that city’s idea of hogging 
the water of the Great Lakes that 
they are about prepared to go to war 
over it. Chicago, it maybe explained, 
has developed a great drainage canal 
into which she proposes to run a 
goodly share of the waters of Lake 
Michigan, it presumably being easier 
and cheaper to run a sewage system 
on this plan, though other centres 
bordering the .Great Lakes that are 
more civilized manage to operate such 
sewage disposal plants ‘without rob- 
bing their neighbors of water which 
should remain in the Lakes, in 
place of finding its way by a back 
door into the Mississippi River. 

In this connection the ‘Chicago 
“Tribune,” which is closely allied to 
the McCormick family, has been ac- 
cused by its enemies of favoring the 
Canadian position. It might be ex- 
plained that Senator McCormick is a 
member of the committee on foreign 
relations, which now has this matter 
in hand at Washington, while R. R. 
McCormick, formerly head of the Chi- 
cage sanitary board, is now an editor 
of the “Trfbune.” In attacks on that 
newspaper for expressing the Mc- 
Cormick view, that negotiations un- 
der the treaty which governs inter- 
national waterways is better business 
than stealing the water first, and 
patching it up afterward, a couple of 
more or less disreputable Congress- 
men from the Chicago district, who 
see red, charge that the “Tribune's” 
views are influenced because of the 
fact that that paper is depending 
upon Canada for its news print. 

In making a general defense of its 
position, “The Tribune” inserts a 
paragraph editorially that seems of 
sufficient interest to reprint: 

“It is also known that consumption 
of timber for paper making is greater 
in Canada thanimthe United States, 
while consumption of paper is vastly 
greater in the United States. By 
going into Canada for its paper ma- 
terial, ‘The Tribune’ not only assures 
itself ample newsprint, but saves 
that much drain upon the fast 
dwindling American forests. Unless 
American paper consumers did go to 
Canada, this country would either 
have practically no publications with- 
in a few years or would have practi- 
cally no forests.” 

It is evident, from the above, that 
Senator McCormick and his news- 
papers have a better appreciation of 
Canada’s natural resources than 
have many Canadians. However, 
we -will live and learn, though the les- 
son in preserving what we still have 
AY ending timber may be sadly be- 
ated.

LIQUOR ADS: TO. | 
Legislature Turns Down Amendment 
Prohibiting Use of Newspapers 


An attempt to prevent the adver- 
tisement of liquor .in newspapers 
throughout the province of Alberta 
under supervision of the Nquor com- 
mission, was killed in the legislature 
on Friday. The Liquor ‘Control bill 
was passed out of the committee of 
the whole in the Jegislature and is 
now awaiting the third reading. 


The insertion of the clause guar- 
anteeing the rights of newspapers to 
publishing advertising of a legal 
‘business was carried by an unofficial 
count of the vote as twenty-seven to 
eleven. 

Other developments in the liquor 
legislation were: 

The prohibition of bill ‘board ad- 
vertising. 

The reduction of brewery licenses 
from $2,000 to $1,500. 

The defeat by a prepondering ma- 
jority of an amendment by Mrs. Nel- 
lie McClung, Liberal, Edmonton, 
which would have enforced an early 
closing of the licensed premises on 
Saturday nights. 

The licenses for brewerles were re- 
duced on the motion of Attorney- 
General J. EB. Brownlee. 


Matheson Moves 


The amendment to prohibit all 
forms of advertising, including news- 
paper, sign boards. and any other 
form that might be considered, was 
moved by A. M. Matheson, Farmer, 
Vegreville. When the amendment 
was considered while the bill was 
being discussed some time ago the 
proposal met with a considerable 
support. But immediately after the 
discussion was opened yesterday N. 
S. Smith, Farmer, Olds, who has al- 
ways been an ardent supporter of 
the prohibition cause, argued against 
prohibiting the newspapers present- 
ing such advertising. He was ‘ol- 
lowed by others, and within a very 
short itme it was apparent to Mr. 
Matheson that his amendment was 
losing ground. : 

Mr. Smith argued in favor of al- 
lowing Hquor advertising in the local 
newspapers on the grounds that if 
they were not allowed to carry it the 
papers published in other provinces 
would be sent in through the mails 
carrying them. This was not fair to 
the local papers, he contended. 

“Would Use Circulars 


He also argued that the brewers 
would send out price lists or circulars 
of some kind through the mails, which 
was nothing more or less than adver- 
tising. Nothing could be done to 
prevent distribution of this form of 
advertising, he sald. 

The Hon. J. R. Boyle declared that 
there seemed to be no good reason 
for any regulation preventing news- 
papers from printing advertisements 
which had been sanctioned by the 
liquor commissioner. 

Continuing, he maintained that it 
‘was not improbable that the province 
was going beyond its power in at- 
tempting to dictate to the mnews- 
papers. 

‘We may be entering into the field 
of criminal law when we prevent the 
publication of any advertising what- 
ever,” he said. 

“Advertising should be controlled 
by the board, but I am doubtful if we 
could go so far as to prohibit it en- 
tirely.” 

W. M. Davidson, Independent, Cal- 
gary, strongly urged against any de- 
nial of the right of the newspapers to 
carry liguor advertising. He con- 
tended that forty of the editors who 
were identified with the Alberta 
Newspaper Association had definitely

A PROTEST 


The Editor of The News, 
Red Deer, Alta. 
Sir, 

The people of Alberta voted last 
November for a Government Liquor 
Control Act whereby the Government 
of the Province should purchase and 
sell to the people various forms of 
alcoholic liquor for beverage purpos- 
es. 

We hope very much that this Act 
will prove to be a temperance act, and 
that it will go far to achieving that 
fine ideal of true temperance and 
community health—both mental and 
physical—which prohibition aimed at 
and ‘failed to reach. Besides this, 
however, there is a business consid- 
eration which must not be overlook- 
ed. We hope that the Government 
Commission will make a success finan- 
cially even as other Commissions in 
other Provinces are already succeed- 
ing. In order to do so the Govern- 
ment liquor business must ‘be run 
along the same business lines as any 
other concern of the present day. 
Why, therefore, before the business 
has opened at all, is the Government 
taking a step which is calculated to 
act in exactly the opposite direction? 
Why are liquor firms forbidden to ad- 
vertise their goods in the Province of 
Alberta- By voting in so great a 
number for the sale of liquor for 
‘beverage purposes the people of \Al- 
berta have evinced their approval of 
the legal liquor business. This does 
not mean that they have evinced their 
approval of drunkenness or excess in 
any shape or form. They know that, 
during prohibition, large quantities of 
tbad liquor were sold by bootleggers 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the province, and they aim to stop 
this by having liquor sold legally and 
under proper supervision because they 
have come to see that it is absurd 
and useless to try and stop a man by 
punishment from an action which in 
any other country is regarded as an 
ordinary adjunct of daily life. Having 
come to this sensible view of the 
liquor question, why spoil it all by 
allowing the Government to act in so 
absurd a fashion as to forbid the ad- 
vertising of goods which the people 
want to buy? Do we lack the courage 
of our convictions? Surely not. What 
possible good does the Government 
{magine such an inhibition can do? It 
is certainly not going to stop any per- 
son from drinking and it is certainly 
going to stop a very lucrative _ busi- 
ness which should bring in quite a 
bit of useful money to our newspap- 
ers and also to the owner of advertis- 
ing sites where billboards advertising 
liquor would be erected. We have 
them in Winnipeg and, so far, no dis- 
astrous results have been seh

Here and There 


The annual tobacco yield in the 
United States has a value of over 
$250,000,000. - 


A regular air service between 
Swedén and England thas been de- 
cided upon and will be established 
shortly. The terminals will be 
Malino and London with intermedi- 
ate landings in Hamburg. Only six 
hours will be required for the flight. 


The Minister of Lands has an- 
nounced that a Dutch organization 
has offered to purchase 200,000 
acres of land in the Stuart Lake 
district, British Columbia, for the 
purpose of colonization by Dutch 
agriculturists. 


The Canadian Pacific is now per- 
fecting plans to aid in the develop- 
ment of the mining industry of On- 
tario, by placing car ferries on Lake, 
Temiskaming. These ferries will 
Ry between South Lorrain and Ville 

arie, and between New Liskeard, 
Haileybury and other Ontario points, 
and the Quebec port. 


Major-General MacBrien, chief of 
staff of the Department of National 
Defence, Ottawa, ‘addressing the 
members of the Canadian Club at 
London recently, announced that it 
is probable that the Canadian Per- 
manent Force of Militia will be 
established by Order-in-Council on 
April 1, 


Forty-nine automobile cars of 
Ford machines recently left Wind- 
sor, Ont., for Vancouver, B.C., via 
Canadian Pacific. This was an un- 
usually heavy movement of cars to 
one city,-and another remarkable 
feature was that all of the automo- 
biles, some three hundred, were for 
local consumption. 


The Canadian Pacific Railway, 
which in 1899 brought down to the 
head of the lakes only 26,000,000 
bushels of grain, actually brought 
down 186,000,000 bushels last sea- 
son. This is equal to the total vol- 
ume of grain moved by all the rail- 
ways of the United States combined 
during the same time to the ter- 
minals at Minneapolis, Chicago and 
Duluth. 


The Canadian Pacific Railway 
within the next few weeks will have 
sent out to its station agents 11,000 
packets of seed and from thirty to 
forty thousand flower bulbs, and 
later on to its Western station 
agents 100,000 trees and shrubs. It 
requires 200,000 bedding plants to 
fill the beds of the permanent gar- 
dens and parks of the company every 
year. 


The crack train of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, the Trans-Canada, 
run every summer, will make the 
trip from Montreal to Vancouver in 
90 hours, instead of 92 hours, the 
schedule run for yast year. Pre- 
viously the 92-hour run was e 
fastest continental run in North 
America, and the two hours cut off 
this time adds to its superiority for 
travel between the Atlantic and the 
Pacific. 


Seventy-five creameries in Al- 
berta last year produced 17,760,000 
Ibs. of butter, as compared with 
15,417,070 Ibs., representing the out- 
put of 54 creameries, in 1922, accord- 
ing to the Provincial Dairy Com- 
missioners’ report. In addition, the 
production of cheese has shown a 
remarkable owth. In 1922, 14 
factories produced 931,922 lbs., while 
in 1928, 18 factories had an output 
of 1,856,000 lbs., an increase of al- 
most 100 per cent. 


The completion of plans for the 
development of hydro-electric power 
during the current year will add 
900,000 h.p. to the present total of 
3,228,000 h.p. already installed in 
Canada. This additional power will 
be used in British Columbia to assist 
the mining and pulp industries, in’ 
Manitoba to supp : rural needs, and' 
in Ontario for gold mining and other 
industries. In Quebec the chief de- 
velopments are in connection with 
the pulp and paper industries, and 
farther east, in the Maritime Prov- 
inces, for public utility purposes,

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FARMERS FORCED 
TO QUIT HOME AT. 
RATE OF 100,000 
MONTHLY IN U.S. 


Farmers dissatisfied with ‘Alberta 
should read the following dispatch 
taken from The Fresno Republican, a 
paper published in Fresno, California: 

Washington, April 5.—Continuation 
of present unfavorable conditions on 
American farms will result in a gen- 
eral “deportation” of American far- 
mers, representatives of several farm 
organizations declared today in an 
open letter addressed to “The ‘Presi- 
dent, the Congress and the people of 
the United States.” 

Farmers were forced from their 
homes during 1923 at the rate of one 
hundred thousand a month, the letter 
said, and “the process still is under 
way in all its cruelty.” 

The McNary-Haugen bill was in- 
dorsed as an emergency relief meas- 
ure. 

The letter was signed by T. C. 
Atkeson, /Washington representative 
of the National grange; Gray Silver, 
for the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration; James R. Riggs, National 
‘Livestock ‘Producers association, and 
George J. Wett, general manager of 
the American Wheat Growers Associ- 
ation. 

“Country conditions cannot be 
told in words,” thg letter said. 
“The hundreds of broken banks are 
real, but the suffering which followed 
them is hidden in the haze of dis- 
tance. Unceasing toil of millions of 
people, futile attempts to protect fam- 
fly and property, is fost without 
recognition. 

“The cause is evident. A disor- 
dered world emerging from war and 
handicapped by man made barriers 
across channels of international 
trade prove unable to absorb the 
surplus production of our farmers 


-_--~-— - 


mensurate with American standards, 
An elaborate structure of economic 
protection is provided for industry 


and labor, but does not reach the 


farmer. 

“The remedy is as obvious as 
the cause. It rests in the application 
of effective protection to the products 
of the farm equally with those of 


other industries—the establishment - 


of domestic markets for farm crops 
on an American basis, 
world conditions, to conform with like 
markets already provided for among 
the manufacturers and American 
labor.” , 

The McNary Haugen bill, the letter 
said, had aroused opposition from 
“two powerful forces,” one represent- 


ed Julius HH. Barnes, president of the - 


United States Chamber of Commerce, 
an important exporter of grain,” and 
the other consisting of “cold men of 
figures, who view from afar and pro- 
fess to see in this measure for farm 
relief proposals which are uneconom- 
ic and fundamentally unsound.” 


President Proposes Credit Extension 


Washington, April 5.—President 
Coolidge today asked the recently 
organized Agricultural Credits cor- 
poration to undertake, in co-operation 
with the ‘War Finance corporation, the 
extension of credit to northwestern 
pte growers for farm diversifica- 

on. 


The request was embodied in ‘a- 


letter to C. T. Jaffray, Minneapolis, 
chairman of the board of directors 
of the Agricultural Credit corpora- 
tion, which was organized by east- 
ern and middle western financial 
interests with a capitalization of 10 
million dollars, as a result of the 
February conference there on the 
northwest farm situation. 

The President declared such a step 
should ‘tbe taken because of the Sen- 
ate defeat of the Norbeck Burtness 
bill providing for loans to wheat far- 
mers to enable them to purchase live- 
stock and poultry and added that he 
knew of “no more effective service 
that could be rendered to the agri- 
cultural interests of the central north- 
west.”

Dr. Geo. H. Locke, chief librarian, 
Toronto, at the request of the Ca- 
nadian :Authors’ Association. has 
undertaken to supervise the selec- 
tion of volumes for the Canadian 
literature exhibit at the British Em- 
pire Exhibition.

Buffalo meat from the park at 
Wainwright has recently been on 
sale throughout Canada and has 
been extremely well received.

some to the peopie of Canada in the 
future. 


Work on the Kenogami dam, in 
the Province of Quebec, is reported 
as progressing very well, and the 
$2,000,000 works located at the up- 
per part of the Saguenay River are 
axpected to be completed within 15 
months. As a result of these works, 
the mills operated by the Price in- 
terests will be kept in full activity 
during the whole year, instead of 
partly closing down in the winter 
months, as they have had to do in 
the past. 


More than $12,000,000 worth of 
equipment was added to the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway’s service dur- 
ing 1923.
